MURDER 
TRIAL EXPECTED TO 


REACH JURY LATE THIS 


AFTERNOON.. 


SAYS KILLING JUSTIFIABLE 


Attorney Walker in Able Address Asked 


for Verdict of Excusable Homicide- 


Brings Tears to Eyes of Jurymen- 
District Attorney Thompson Asks Ver- 
dict of First Degree Murder. 


It is expected that the fate of Owen 


McCarthy charged with the murder of 
Gustavo "Rcth, will be in the hands of 
the.jury before 4:30 o'clock this after- 
noon. 
The scenes in the court room 


when the. case was called at 0 o'clock 
this morning, were unusual. Thc pris- 
oner was very pal«, his mother greatly 
effected and during the 'plea of Attorney 
M. E. Walker to tho. jury, tears were _in 
thc eyes of several jurymen. 
District 


Attorney Fulton Thompson mode a pow- 
erful address and digested the evidence 
at length to show that McCarthy, after 
threatening to kill Reth, meant to mur- 
der him. 


The twelve jurymen were in the hands 


of Deputy Sheriff Smith all day Sunday. 
They were taken to their meals, given a. 
walk and in the afternoon attended the 
opera at Racine theater. Last night they 
wore intending to attend 
services 
at 


some church, but this wns omitted and 
they sat and talked and told stories in 
the hotel rooms. All' uesvspupers which 
had a report of thc case, were kept away 
from them. 


Thc Arguments Open. 


Upon the court being called to order 


und the jury polled, District Attorney 
Kuitoa Thompson made his opening ad- 
dross. It, wus a clear and full digest of 
the evidence given during the trial, what 
it meant and what it proved. 
There 


was little that was not gone over min- 
utely nnd the-district attorney "never'bet- 
ter presented thc facts of a murder trial, 
as adduced from the evidence. He claim- 
ed that the statement made by McCar- 
thy, according to thc evidence, and dur» 
ing thc light with Reth in the saloon, 
.that, he would kill iletK, using an oath, 
proved the intent of murder in the first 
degree. 
All through his argument the 


district attorney strongly urged that it 
was the duty of. the jury to bring in a 
verdict of murder, saying that the evi- 
dence merited such a verdict. 


Mr. Walker's Plea. . 


Attorney M. E. Walker, for thc pris- 


oner, made a strong pica, moving both 
spectators and jury. Mr. Walker dwelt 
upon the three degrees of murder and 
four degrees of manslaughter and demon- 
strated to the jury that the case against 
the prisoner at bur did not apply to any 
of them and he pleaded with the jury to 
h'nd the prisoner only guilty of justifia- 
ble 
homicide. 
The law provides that 


such homicide is excusable when commit- 
ted by accident and misfortune in law- 
fully correcting a child or servant, or in 
doing any other lawful act by lawful 
'means, wall usual or ordinary caution 
and without any unlawful intent; or by 
accident and misfortune iu the heat of 
passion upon acy sudden and sufficient 
provocation, ;>r upon a sudden combat, 
without any ii-iise advantage being tak 
on and without ar.y dangerous weapon 
being used, and ict done in a cruel or un- 
usual manner. 


Attorney Was Overcome. 


At the conclusion of his address At 


tornoy Walker wus almost overcome, and 
it wus noticed that some of the jurymen 
followed him most 
intently und 
with 


tears in their eyes. 
Young McCarthy, 


paler than usual, intently listened to 
every word uttered not only by his at- 
torney, but by the district attorney as 
well. 
When allusion was made to the 


mother of the boy, Mrs. McCarthy was 
much efTcctod and the courtroom was so 
still that one might almost hear a pin 
drop. -Mrs. Rcth, wife of tile murdered 
man was not in the 
courtroom. The 


strain of the trial .was so severe upon her 
nerves that she could not sloop nights 
and so_shc decided not to attend thc trial 
today. 


The Judge's Charge. 


At noon District \tlorney Thompson 


said that he would probably consume one 
and a half hours in making his closing 
remarks. The court was tbon adjourned 
until i o'clock this afternoon. In easo it 
only takos the state one and a half hours

ma'nded money while walking in front of 
thc Krukine estate on Washington aven- 
ue. When interviewed this morning, tho 
young man in question said that he hiid 
seen a man at that place who looked as 
if he might be a desperado, and who told 
n hard luck story and asked for finan- 
cial aid. 


A business man of Junction 
claims 


that as he was shutting his place for 
thc night and after having taken the 
day's cash out of thc register, had turn- 
ed out the lights, two strangers accosted 
him nnd demanded money.

Once the line is in operation cars arc 


to run once un hour. People of tho vil- 
lage are divided in their opinion as to 
whether the electric line will result in 
good for'the merchants or to their detri- 
ment. It will be the first means of trans- 
portation, other than horse and wagon, 
ever entering that section of thc county. 
Eventually the line is to be extended to 
Burlington and then to Lake Geneva.

Dr. John M. Marshall, former proprie-

Mr. Marshall was one of the most suc- 


cessful hotel men in the country, and 
when he had charge of the Hotel Racine 
he conducted it in a firfit_ class and bus- 
iness like manner, and nold out at a profit 
of about $8,000. He was a man upright 
and honorable in every transaction, and 
with the guests of the house was popu- 
lar,.never losing an opportunity to make 
them comfortable. 


He sold the hotel here to Mr. Silloway 


and wont to Richmond. Indiana, where he 
conducted a hotel; thence, to Butte, Mon- 
tana, and came back oast, again. Last 
spring he wont to Redlands, where he 
bought the Rev. D. H. (iillan ranch and 
residence 
at Brookside, 
expecting 
to 


make that his home. 


With Mrs. Marshall ho spent last sum-

USES SEA WATER AS CURE 


French 
Physician 
Comes 
To 
Tell 


Americans About It. 


A New York Dispatch says: Among 


the recent arrivals from franco by the 
steamer Provence is Dr. Robert Simon, 
an eminent physician of Paris, who comes 
on behalf of the French Government to 
studv medical institutions in America 
and to acquaint them with tho work he 
has done in collaboration with the French 
scientist, M. Quintan, upon the treatment 
of diseases bv the injection of sea water. 


Following thc demonstrations of 
M. 


Quinton concerning the marine origin of 
•animal life and the efficacy of sea. wuter 
in restoring unhealthy organs, 
several 


marine dispensaries have boon opened in 
Paris for thc treatment of tho poor. Tho 
patients in those institutions number 500 
to 600 daily, thc treatment being cbicrty 
directcd against gastritis anil other in- 
fantile maladies by means of sea water 
injections'. 
M. Quinton is also a leador 


in the study of aviatio:i in Franco, and is 
president of'the French Aerial League. 


Not being a physician, M. Quinton has 


left to Dr. Robert Simon the medical ap- 
plication of his sea water theory, and it 
is to this end that .he now visits the 
1,'nited States under the' patronage of 
the French Government.

LONDON FEARS MEAT FAMINE 


Quarantine of Cattle in Eastern States 


May Shut Off English Meat Supply- 
Hay and Straw Kept Out. 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—The announcement 


of. the outbreak in New York state and 
Pennsylvania of the foot and mouth dis- 
ease among cattle has caused considera- 
ble perturbation here a.s the consequent 
prospective prohibition of the importa- 
tion of cattle from American ports opens 
up the prospect of a serious shortage in 
the meat supply of Great Britain and a 
consequent rise in pricjs to the consumer. 
As soon as the first information of the 
outbreak of this disease in Pennsylvania 
reached the British board of agriculture, 
two days ago, the entire-staff of inspect- 
ors was at once mobilized to be in readi- 
ness to meet all incoming ships for the 
purpose of precluding the possibility of 
the introduction of the disease into the 
country and the importation of hay and 
straw as well as live stock from Pennsyl- 
vania was prohibited. 


Prices have not yet been affected at 


either Liverpool or London and trade is 
of the opinion that if a. shortage does 
occur, it will be only temporary.

argue that if the importation of live stock 
falls off the restriction will be equalized 
by increased shipments of chilled beef.

Torrent of Water from Broken Pipes 


Spouts up Beside Flames, Holding Back 
Rescue Parties and Adding to Horror 


of Accident—One Cremated on Surface 


of Street. 


NEW YORK, N. Y., Nov. 20.—Twelve 


men were killed by the explosion of a 
gas main in an excavation at Gold and 
Front streets, Brooklyn today. 


The explosion tore the street to pieces 


for rods on either side and tbe twelve 
men who were working in an excavation 
for a big sewer pipe were buried by the 
debris which fell in upon them and are 
believed to have been smothered or burn- 
to death in the fire that followed the 
explosion. .Samuel Trout who lived near 
the scene, lost his life in attempting to 
save a woman who was passing through 
Gold street at the time of the explosion 
and fell into the trench. 
Trout was 


caught by the flames from the blazing 
gas main and roasted alive. 'j.he wom- 
an was dragged out of tbe trench and 
saved by a boy. 


Gas Explodes in Main. 


The workmen were digging a trench 


through Gold street for the installation 
of a 36 inch pipe. The excavation was 
to be nearly forty feet deep and as the 
laborers removed the earth, the walls . 
had been shored up by large timbers. 
With Charles Scliiffmeyer, a city inspec- 
tor of sewers, overseeing the work this 
forenoon the men were working c.t the 
bottom of the trench when an accumu- 
lation of gae .from a. main which had 
been accidentally broken 
during 
tha 


course of the work, exploded with tre- 
mendous force. The supporting timbers 
were ripped away and the high dirt walla 
toppled over on Scbiffmeyer and his men. 
- A large water main also was broken _ 
bv, the force of the explosion and a 
perfect torrent of water began to spurt 
up through the mass of wreckage. Al- 
most side by side with these geysers 
roared the flames from the gas escaping 
from the broken main. 
Firemen and 


workmen from the city water department 
and the gas company worker desperate- 
ly together in an effort to check the flow 
o'f gas and water and to relieve the men 
who had been imprisoned. There seemed 
little hope, howfivr, that any of thofe 
who had been at work at the bottom of 
the trench could have escaped 
death. 


Nearly half an hour's work was required 
to reach the body of Trout, who had been 
burned to death on the surface 'of the 
street. The bodies of the other men be- 
lieved to be buried under tons ofeartn. 


Mothers in Panic. 


The explosion was followed by scenes 


of the. most intense excitement. Every 
building for blocks around had been se- 
verely shaken and it was at first feared 
that 'serious damage had been sustained, 
by some of them. 
"Among the buildings in the vicinity 
which received nearly the full force of 
the shock are a large Roman Catholic 
church and a parochial school. In the 
immense crowd which flocked to the scene 
were mothers who feared that their lit- 
tle ones in the i-chool building were in 
danger.

tained $400 Nugget. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 19.—R. R. 


Reid, formerly employed by R. T. Bar- 
nette, owner of' the Dome Creek mine 
near Fairbanks, Alaska, arrested last 
month on a charge of stealing gold from 
his employer, yesterday confessed his 
guilt and implicated other laborers in 
the stealing from mone owners. 
In his 


confession Reid said: 


"I gathered the gold and sand in hand- 


fuls out of the riffles, hid it in my hand- 
kerchief or gloves, or boots, carried it 
home and washed it out. My cleanings 
were from 50 cents to $400 a day, and 
the day I brought home the $400 nugget 
it seared my wife, it was so large. Al- 
together, I must- have cleaned up $1,800 
worth of stolen gold- 
I have spent it 


all except the $800 you dug.up in my 
front yard. What I have taken from 
Burnette's mine is not a drop in the buck- 
et compared with the stealings that have 
been going on in the Tanana district a.11 
summer, and are even going on now. I 
know one man who has $30,000 worth of 
stolen gold salted down. There arc six 
•planters' working in Barnctte's Dome 
Creek mine this very minute. There is 
a regularly organized bunch of mine la- 
borers in Alaska who have shaken down 
the mine owners for a very tidy sum.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—In the prep- 


aration of a new tariff bill to be pre- 
sented at a special sesaion of congress 
next March, numerous changes in the 
schedule covering agricultural 
products 


and provisions will have to be consider- 
ed by the ways and means committee :if 
the house. The principle article about 
which there is n contention for a change 
in the duty appears to be citrus fruits, 
oranges, lemons and grape fruit. 
After 


hearing arguments from the Florida and 
California citrus fruit growers all urg- 
ing high protective duty on those fruits, 
Champ Clark, the most -activ: question- 
er on 'the Democratic or "duty for rev- 
enue" side of the committee, Asked one 
of the witnesses: "When are yt-u fellows 
going to stand on your feet and have 
your trade self-supporting without tb« 
perpetual protection of the tariff?" 


• "When the Democratic party gets in 
power and labor is1 reduced to 25 cents 
per day," was the sharp rejoinder. 


The Florida fruit 
growers 
claimed 


that their principal competition is from 
Cuba. 


Tapioca starch will be affected by the 


changes in the specific requirements of 
the tariff that have been suggested. Sen- 
ator Hale of Maine, made the claim that 
"When the Dingley bill was made, by 
inattention tapioca starch was not spe- 
cially provided for and it was left on 
the free list." 


Change in Law Suggested 


Mr. Payne, chairman of the committee, 


told Senator Hale that a change in the 
wording of the law has been suggested 
so that on all preparations used' for 
starching, sizing, or filling will be levied 
the same duty as is imposed on starch. 
He also Raid that the paragraph making 
this provision was cut out of the Ding- 
ley, bill by the senate committee after 
the bill had passed the house which as- 
sertion caused general laughter ns Sena- 
tor Iliile is now a member of the senate 
crmimitteft which will consider the tar- 
iff. 


Buckwheat flour, biscuits, bread, wa- 


fers, and similar articles, semolina, a 
by-product of wheat flour, refined or im- 
proved wool, pau?.e and truffles are to 
be specifically provided for in the new 
tariff bill. 


When the hearing on the tariff sched- 


ule for agricultural products and provis- 
ions was resumed today it appeared that 
it would be necessary to extend the1 day's 
session into tonight.

Contention on Rice Duty. 


The Louisiana rice industry was well 


The 
paragraph of the present tariff law im- 
posing a duty of one-fourth of a cent 
per pound on rice, flour and meal which 
will pass through a sieve known commer- 
cially as "No. 12 wire sieve" 
having 


caused some contention because

claimed thnt sieves of varying sizes are 
known as "No. 12," it is proposed tc 
amend the prescr.t In— so that the sieve 
-will be yrecciilrtd by i£.< secretary of the 
treasury. 


Rice culture was bepun in this country 


over two hundred yours ngo in South 
Carolina. In Louisiana prior to the civil 
war the annual rice output averaged 1,- 
000,000 pounds. From 1805 to 1900 the 
states annual production was over one 
hundred million pounds. 
In 1907 there 


wore 74 establishments with an invested 
capital of over $8,000,000 engaged in the 
cleaning and polishing of rice, of whicli 
forty-three were in Louisiana. The cx- 
portations in the same year amounted to 
2,443,008 pounds and the importations 
amounted to nearly 200,000,000 pounds, 
most of which came from Japan and 
the Chinese empire.

Will of Mrs. Astor Leaves $5,000 io 


Blind Children, Like Sum to Butler, 


Son Getting Only Few Heirlooms. 


Report oi Excellent Imitation $5 Bills 


Circulated in Large Cities Causes Lo- 


cal Banks to Scrutinize Currency Care- 


iully—Worthless Paper Easily De- 


tected. 


All of the local bank officials and 


clerks are keeping a sharp lookout for 
bogus $5' bills that have been .lirculated 
in Chicago and other large cities, to the 
amount of thousands of'dollars. One of 
the local bank officers said this morning 
that as yet none had been found in the 
daily deposits, but that the counterfeit 
was a dangerous one. 


In Chicago the $5 bill has baffled and 


fooled merchants and bankers and aa 
yet the scores of detectives have not 
been able to get their hands on the 
counterfeiters. In Chicago there is be- 
lieved to be $30,000 in circulation and St. 
Louis has $10,000. Captain Porter, the 
chief government detective, said that he 
had recovered ono hundred of the bills 
and he declares it one of the best imi- 
tations he ever saw. 


Deception' of Bill. 


The counterfeit bill easily can be de- 


tected if any care io exercised. The num- 
ber gives the first hint. The counterfeit 
bears the number D 470B3872. 


The counterfeit is an imitation of the 


silver certificate of, the series of 1809, of 
which an Indian head is the central fig- 
ure on the face design. 


The paper on which the imitation is 


printed is another means of detection. 
It is easily torn, and the counterfeit soon 
wears out. It has none of ths crackle, 
or life, or toughness of the government 
paper on which the genuine bill is print- 
ed. 


Jn an attempt to imitate the silk 


threads which are imbedded in the gov- 
ernment paper fine lines have been 
drawn on the surfaces of the counterfeit 
with a sharp-pointed pen in red and blue 
ink in irregular curves in imitation of 
the silk threads. An attempt to pick 
them out with a pin will immediately 
reveal their true nature.

sented the fact that Mr. Roosevelt had 
faile<l to invite fcueh prominent labor 
leaders as Samuel Oompers and Frank 
Morrison. 


Thereupon the president issued a state- 


ment that the dinner was not to be ex- 
clusively one to which labor union leaders 
were invited, and declaring 
that 
the 


question of whojn .the president should 
invite to dine with him was not a sub- 
ject, for discussion.

convicted of the murder' of five members 
of the Vzral family was sentenced by 
.fudge Barnes today to hang on Decem- 
ber 11, The fight of Billek 
and

friends for liberty, which carried the case 
before the United States supreme court 
has attracted wide attention, 


Billek, a fortune teller whose income 


was derived from the ignorant and sup- 
erstitious, used arsenic in causing the 
death of the Varalfi, all of whose lives 
were insured nnd which money Billek is 
said to have planned to secure. He was 
first sentenced to hang on October 8th, 
1007 
and since that time he has' been 


eprieved four times. On the laat pre- 
vious date set for the hanging, BillekV 
case was taken, into the federal court 
and his petition to appeal to the su- 
preme court allowed. The state authori- 
ties therefore took no action in carrying 
out the d'eath sentence.

preme court denied jurisdiction the case 
came back before ,)udge. Barnes for re- 
sentence.

Billek's counsel set up the argument 


that inasmuch RK the previous death sen- 
tence had been allowed to pass, Billek 
was already legally dead,

Barnes today refused to accept this view 
of the ease and inflicted the death pen- 
alty. Billek's last hope—a slender one, 
in view of the previous attitude of Gov- 
ernor Deneen—is that the death sen- 
tence may be commuted to one of life 
imprisonment.
